Certainly Lewis’ analysis that 
Britain will not at ail solve her 
problem through an anticipated 
Tory victory in the election this 
week, is true. Britain must pro- 
duce new values out of her own 
productive capacity, and this she 
' cannot now do under the Tories 
any more than under the Labor 
government. She would never 
have had a Labor government if 
the former one had been able to 
produce those vital ‘new values” 
which are the life-blood of a 
really free economy. 


When I left him I hunted up 
'gome figures to check him and 
to document him. I was especial- 
ly impressed with his declaration 
that the whole explanation of 
British failure could be traced to 
the fact the British coal miners 
produce one ton of coal per man 
per working day as against more 
than seven for the American 
miners.

Facts 


He was right. The figures are 
there to sustain him. 

Last year the approximate half 
million miners in this country 
dug more coal than all of West- 
ern Europe’s two million. They 
could do so because American 
miners used tools and machincs 
to enable them to produce this 
fuel, which is the energy sus- 
taining much of our industry. In 
Britain, owners, government and’ 
miners through years past have 
taken everything out, put noth- 
ing in. The momentum of this 
now resists their efforts to mod- 
ernize. 

Last year the total value of 
goods and services produced in 
the nations of Western Europe 
was $135,000,000,000. Yet, if this 
production had been as high per 
man, per working day as in 
America, the value would have 
reached something like $475,000,- 
000,000—perhaps more. 


You mull those over and the 
Lewis argument takes on more 
light and the real meaning of 
the free enterprise system be- 
comes clearer. “It is a system,” 
he said, “which must keep add- 
ing new values by new tech- 
niques, machines, tools, and effi- 
ciencies to produce more things 
to provide more jobs and wages 
and leisure for the ever-expand- 
ing population to be able to buy 
and use the goods and services.”

“Only the new values are 
real. Our economy progresses, 
delicately balanced, on them. Put 
the economy of this country un- 
der full regulations and our

But she soon wiped out 
the favorable advances of a year 
ago and the pinch in consumer 
goods—(that is a fancy phrase for 
the stuff we have in store win- 
dows) and Anuerin Bevan, with 
a disturbing lack of understand- 
ing of his and Britain’s problem, 
blamed it solidly on the rearma- 
ment policy asked by Americ3:.

The President has decided not 
to make a recess appointment of 
Gen. Mark W. Clark as ambassa- 
dor. His nomination for the post 
was sent to the Senate a few 
hours before it adjourned on Sat- 
urday and consequently was not 
acted upon. 

It was announced also that there 
is no plan to establish a diplo- 
matic mission in the Vatican un- 
til the Senate acts on the con- 
firmation of Clark to be ambas- 
sador. 

White House sources said that 
the act of recognition of the Vati- 
can as a temporal power was an 
action which the executive could 
take without consulting Congress, 
but that the President did not wish 
to set up an embassy, perhaps 
headed by a charge d’affaires, un- 
til the issue of confirming Clark 
is settled.

The Allies insist that the sta- 
tioning of their forces in Ger- 
many be based on unconditional 
surrender of the Third Reich, as 
is the case today. The Federal 
Government feels this would be 
incompatible with its status as a 
sovereign power and wants the 
allocation of forces to Germany 
to be regularized under separate 
treaties with each of the three na- 
tions. 

Another less vital 
still has not been 
tled, although German 
close to the Chancellor are con- 
fident that it will be settled in 
accordance with the federal gov- 
ernment’s wishes, is that of the 
means whereby certain occupa- 
tion controls are to be exercised 
once sovereignty is attained.

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Not Yet Perfect, the UN Grows 


Today is United Nations Day. Six yéars 
ago, Oct. 24, marked the beginning of an 
attempt at a new kind of history. Today, 
although slightly battered, the principles 
behind the effort still offer mankind its 
best hope for a world free of fear, war and 
want. 


The charter of the UN, written in the 
name of peoples who make up all except a 
small fraction of the human race, was 
adopted as a last desperate resort against 
the threat of destruction of world civiliza- 
tion—a threat which two world wars had 
almost made an actuality and which a 
third would undoubtedly accomplish. 


The charter is 
not perfect. It 
leaves loopholes 
which a nation, 
bent on aggres- 
sion, could use to 
excuse that ag- 
gression. Through 
use of the veto 
power and its 
forums for propaganda purposes, the So- 
viet Union and its satellites had weakened 
the organization considerably until Korea. 
Here the Soviet bared the aims and objec- 
tives of Red tyranny, forcing the non-Com- 
munist world to align itself in a common 
front which may vet prevent an atomic 
war. 

The UN’s prompt action in Korea un- 
doubtedly saved the organization from a 
death similar to that suffered by the 
League of Nations, its forerunner. It dem- 
onstrated that national interests can be 
subordinated to world peace aims and that 
aggression can be punished. It had pre- 
viously demonstrated its effectiveness in 
bringing a peaceful conclusion to the 
Israel-Arab war, and in forcing the Reds 
to live up to treaty obligations in Iran. 

The social and economic development 
of backward areas is the most important 
constructive effort ever tackled through 
international action. Carried on through 
12 specialized agencies, the UN is provid- 


ing technical assistance, guidance, and 
capital. It is attempting to guide an in- 
dustrial revolution in these areas so as to 
prevent outbursts of violent nationalism 
and resultant war. It is pioneering use 
and development of the world’s resources 
for the good of all. ' 

Still a fledgling, the UN offers hope to 
the individual of escaping the new tyranny 
of materialism which has grown out of the 
industrial age. It offers hope that man- 
kind can escape his own destruction at the 
hands of that violent force which would 
enslave him and destroy his ideals and his 
culture. It gives him an opportunity to 
channel science to furthering mankind’s 
aspirations to a better life. Of what use is 
science if man himself does not survive? 

The present union of American states 
was not attained without strife. It evolved 
through trial and error. It was built on 
compromise and, when compromise failed, 
it was saved by war. In striving to achieve 
a peaceful world of states built around the 
ideals of the greatest good for the most 
people, it may be that the UN will have to 
follow the same road. As in the union of 
these American states, the principles of 


working together, of protection of the weak 


by the strong, cannot be achieved over- 
night nor without clashes and compro- 
mises. 

The United Nations has come a long 
way. The League of Nations failed be- 
cause of lack of support from the United 
States and because its need had not yet 
been accepted. Although there is no guar- 
antee of its eventual success, there can be 
no quarrel today with UN objectives as 
expressed by Jaime Torres Bodet, director- 
general of Unesco: 

“International co-operation in all fields 
is not a generous and debatable aspiration. 
It is an urgent necessity to every single 
country... .. peace can onlv be won by a 
communal effort. The United Nations 
summons all men to this task, which is not 
directed against anyone, but which serves 
the interests of all peoples and respects the 
liberty of all.” 


Does Ike Need His Track Pants? 


Four years ago in New York students 
sorting clothing contributed for overseas 
relief came across a pair of shorts indel- 
ibly marked as having been the property 
of Gen. Dwight Eisenhower, now coach of 
the European defense team. 

These may have been Ike’s shorts. On 


the other hand, there was a feeling at the 
time that they were running pants Ike dis- 
carded when he declined to enter the 1948 
Presidential sprint. 

If they were, then the question in 1951 
becomes: Does the general wish he had his 
track suit back? 


An Invitation That Should Be Accepted 


A willful group of New York long- 
shoremen, a minority of dock. workers 
there, has tied up shipping in the great 
port city. It is now being extended to 
Boston. 


Leaders of the AFL International Long- 
shoremen’s Association have said the gov- 
ernment must come in to settle the dis- 
pute, the union thus admitting failure in its 
attempt to get the men back to work. 


The governments involved, city and fed- 
eral, should not hesitate to act. 


When 3,000 to 5,000 out of 35,000 work- 
ers paralyze vital shipping in an attempt to 
nullify a contract negotiated by their union 
and ratified by a majority, we have a night 
to suspect the influence of subversives. 
Regardless of whether the walkout is Com- 
munist-inspired, such tactics by a minor- 
ity are strictly un-American. 

The longshoremen’s union has invited 
government intervention. What are we 
waiting for? Let the City of New York, 
President Truman, or whoever it takes, act 
to get the cargoes for Korea on their way. 


Atlanta Is Proud of Its Symphony Orchestra 


Opening of the Atlanta Symphony’s 
series of 11 concerts Tuesday night was a 
huge success. Not only was it successful 
from the standpoint of the music lover but 
as proof that Atlanta is coming of age as a 
cultural center. 

The symphony itself is a fine civic asset, 
but the fact that it is bringing such out- 
standing artists as Patrice Munsel as guests 
is a further reason for pride. The Sym- 
phony Guild and Director Henry Sopkin 
deserve the enthusiastic support they are 
receiving from the citizens of the South's 
metropolis. 


Already the hub of business and gov- 
ernment activities in a rapidly growing 
section of the nation, it is well that Atlan- 
tans are moving to take the lead in cul- 
tural development—expressing the ideals 
and character of the people. 

The Atlanta Symphony is now listed as 
one of the top 25 in the nation. With con- 
tinued support, which it has generously 
earned, we look forward to the day when it 
will be included in a list of those of which 
there are none better. To a community 
which has given the nation a Margaret 
Mitchell, this is in the realm of the possible.

Carthyism.” In practice it means that if the first smear fails to 
stick, come back with another,one. It is the Hitler technique of 
the big lie. |

Your Blood 


Can Save Lives . 


CAMP PENDLETON, Calif.—I remember one 
day of battle upon the pine-clad hills that over- 
look the Naktong River in Korea, when I, from 

the shelter of a rock 400 yards away, watched a thin skirmish line 
moving in the face of heavy fire up the face of a shattered hill. 
Through glasses you could see each movement of the men, watch 
them as they went up, hunched against the downpouring fire as a 
man walking in a storm will hunch himself against the wind and 
rain. We could see them fall when hit, the sudden crumpling, and 
then the jerk of their limbs as they lay in the first spasm of 
muscular reaction that follows the strike of a bullet or a flying 
fragment of steel. But those who were still standing went on, for 
the man in battle cannot stop to help his wounded brother. 

But coming behind the advancing line of riflemen, stooping and 
creeping, and following them on, came those brave men, the medics, 
and you could see them kneel beside the wounded men, and you 
would see the white flash of a bandage being applied. Sometimes, 
if there was a little shelter, a fold in the earth perhaps, you could 
see the glint of the sun on a glass bottle as the medics there on 
the field, under the rain of bullets and flying shrapnel, poured into 
the veins of the wounded men the plasma that would give them life. 

For in the first few minutes after a man is struck death comes 
quickly, not from the primary effects of the wound perhaps, but 
from the shock, the loss of blood, the seepage from the wound 
into the tissues that decreases the flow of blood to the heart, that 
shuts off the supply of life-giving oxygen. A man in shock is a 
dying man, and once it takes firm hold of him. once he is deep into 
shock, the damage it may-do to his brain and to other organs of 
the body, though they may be untouched by the bullet, is irrepar- 
able. 


Life Returns And I watched them pour into the veins of 

these men there on the battlefield the plasma 
that checked this shock. And then I watched them roll the limp 
bodies of the wounded men upon the stretchers and bring them 
down the hill, and load them. near mv sheltering rock, into a lit- 
ter Jeep. And once I followed the Jeep back a quarter of a mile 
to a tattered tent in a little hollow where the doctors were at 
work. 

To these front-line aid stations the helicopters and the ambu- 
lances came and bore the wounded back to the mobile field hos- 
pitals in the rear. At these hospitals, where the refrigerators were 
that could not be carried into battle, whole blood, not plasma, was 
poured into the veins of the wounded. And of these who fell upon 
the hill 97 out of 100 would get well. But if there had been no 
plasma in the medic’s kit, if there had been no plasma at the bat- 
talion aid station. no blood at the field hospital to the rear, not 
three, but 30 or perhaps 50, of those who had been wounded would 
have died. And one of them might have been your son, yo 
vour husband or your sweetheart. 


A ~ : The point in all this is to make clear that 
No Substitute point in,all “nis. is ‘ ar tha 
there is no substitute in medicine for the 


blood that flows from a man’s veins when he is wounded in battle 
—and to point out that the supply of whole blood and plasma now 
available to the men fighting overseas is getting dreadfully low. 
We started off the Korean war with a plasma supply left over from 
World War II, for plasma can be stored and kept for five years. 
In the -worst davs of the war volunteer donors added to that supply. 
But with the beginning of the peace talks, the donors of blood fell 
off alarmingly. The blood banks are almost empty now, and the 
need for blood is as great as it ever was during the roughest days 
of the war. 

If you weigh more than 110 pounds and are in good health you 
are eligible as a donor. If you weigh 150 pounds you have in your 
body 12 or 13 pints of blood. You can spare one of those pints. 
There will be no pain, no weakness afterward. You may even fee! 
better, physically. Surely you will feel better in your heart. 

For the pint of blood you give can save a life. And the life it 
saves may be the life of one you love.

The Gal Ellie Got the Job 


The political hot stove league is warming up on the school administration 


issue—county and state superintendents, should 


they be elected or appointed. 


Rep. George Smith of Emanuel County says he will introduce in the January lege 
islative session an amendment which would provide for the election of the State 
Board of Education by the Legislature and the hiring of the state superintendent 
by the board. The Constitution has long advocated a like plan for county school 
through a scrapbook, I found a clipping from The North Georgia Tribune which 


pretty well wraps.up the argument for taking the county superintendencies out of politics. 


The 


item tells the story of a county school head from Middle Georgia who was addressing an audi- 
ence of educators on professionalizing the office of county superintendent. 


His talk touched on many subjects but main- 
ly he advocated a change from the present sys- 
tem of electing county school superintendents to 
one whereby the county board of education would 
be elected by the people, and in turn the board 
would employ a superintendent. 

He pointed out how an injustice on children 
is committed on account of politics in school 
administration, and how at times the county 
school superintendent is forced into a compro- 
mise position: 

He used as an example the story of Sam, 
a fictitious official who could have lived most 
anywhere in Georgia where the superintendent 
is elected. 

Here is Sam’s personal testimony as to his 
experience: 

“For instance, I’m a county superintendent. 
Out at Fish Creek School, I need a second grade 
teacher, one who can play the piano and do other 
extra things. - 

“T learned that over in a nearby county there 
is a well trained young lady who can teach second 
grade and play the piano and who needs a job. I'm 
about to write her a letter when, lo, one of my 
friends and supporters from Fish Creek district 
walks in. 

“He greets me with the statement: ‘Well, Sam,

I understand you need a second: grade teacher 
out at Fish Creek.’ I’m tempted to lie and tell 
him that I don’t need a teacher but he knew 
better so I told the truth. 

“My friend then said, ‘Well, Sam, my gal Ellie, 
she needs a job and she can teach that school be- 
cause she finished high school and you know she 
can teach second grade. And, of course, you know 
I have always helped you and supported you out 
there in that box and I have never lost Fish 
Creek district for you.’

Could Be End of the Road for Britain 


LONDON—The circus atmosphere which Americans associate with elections is entirely absent here. 
The familiar huge billboard with the faked picture of the smiling candidate is replaced by an occa- 
sional prim sticker on a car: “Vote for Fiddlesby-Green, Conservative.” Political publicity is so muted 
that this reporter, for example, in Manchester to attend a.rally from Clement Attlee, found that no 


one in his hotel had any idea that the Prime Minister was to speak. 
You will find, of course, left-wing Laborites muttering about “fascism” under a 


feeling runs high. 


Yet beneath this surface calm 


Conservative government, as well as Tory gentlemen snorting in their clubs about emigrating “if 


the demmed Bolshies get back.” 
no one can define in precise 
and tangible terms just what difference a Con- 
servative victory would make. One distinguished 
Conservative, asked this question, replied after a 
moment of reflection, ‘Well, for example, I think 
we'd get sweets off the ration more, quickly.” 
Actually, in pre-election statements, the Tories 
have not been much more specific than this. The 
gulf of difference between the words “Socialist” 
and “Conservative” is not reflected in the election 
propaganda. The Conservatives have been offer- 
ing, in effect, “the same old pill with a bit more 


sugar on it.” 


Yet the fact remains that the forthcoming 
election here is an event of towering impor- 
tance. Whatever government rules Britain 
in the months ahead will have to deal some- 
how with the rapid erosion of British world 
power, on the one hand, and the menacing, 
suddenly renewed draining away of the Brit- 
ish economic lifeblood on the other. In these 
circumstances, a government with the power 
to govern is the first essential. 


Oddly enough, 


The Labor government has some very solid 
achievements to its credit. Its greatest achieve- 
ment is simplv that there has been under Labor 
far more sugar on the British pill than most 
Americans realize. Dollar gap, inflation and all, 
the standard of living of the majority of the 
3ritish people has risen steadily since the war. 
In a country impoverished by war, this is no 
mean achievement. 

Yet since the death of brave old Ernest Bevin, 
the illness of brilliant Sir Stafford Cripps and 
the near-defeat last year, the Labor government 
has become a weak, an oddly faceless govern- 
Unless all the experts are wrong, Labor 


ment. 
More- 


simply cannot win a decisive majority. 
over, the unscrupulous “peace” campaign with 
its overtone of the late °30s, which Labor has 
waged in this moment of desperation, could re- 
turn to haunt a future Labor government. A 
weak government, half-committed to a policy of 
peace at any price, could indeed lead Britain 
perilously close to “the end of the road.” 

Yet even a strong Conservative government, 
with a decisive majority (which is by no means 
certain) could also be haunted by the past. For 
it is almost impossible to see how the Conserva- 
tives can in fact deliver on their campaign prom- 
ise of “a bit more sugar” on the British pill. 
There are thoughtful men here who believe that

intelligent people saying quitely sincerely, 


the Conservatives, if they win, will be forced to 
remove most of the sugar from the pill, and that 
the Conservatives should have faced. this fact 
bluntly during the campaign. 

If they win, the Conservatives will come to 
power committed to the whole rearmament pro- 
gram, which is just beginning to bite hard into 
the British economy. They will have at the same 
time to deal with a drain on British gold and 
dollar reserves which is reaching more menacing 
proportions than ever before. Without further 
American aid. it is difficult to see how a Con- 
servative government could avoid a policy of 
ruthless deflation. This would mean sharp slashes 
in fond subsidies and the social services, and a 
severe fall in living standards 

It is on precisely this course of events that 
Aneurin Bevan and his fellow Labor rebels are 
betting their political futures, 

The end road tor Britain has often 
been predicted in the past, and always inaccue- 
rately. Yet it is worth bearing in mind the re- 
mark of one wise Englishman here—‘If the 
Tories win with a workable majority, it may be 
about the last chance for a really stable, middle- 
of-the-road government of a united country, and 
what vou Americans do will certainly affect the 
outcome.” It is worth also bearing in mind, what 
events in the Middle East are so vividly demone 
strating, that Great Britain is the one absolutely 
of the United States.

The other reason is that Social- 
ism has a strong appeal at a time 
when ordinary people are emo- 
tionally aroused by reference to 
the depression and unemployment 
in the years between the two world 
wars. Talk of war unfailingly 
produces a desire for greater se- 
curity and causes that ominous 
‘backward glance at an unhappy 
Past. 

The Conservatives meanwhile 
have stuck to their original pre- 
election decision to make the hign 
cost of living their main election- 
eering plank. 

The Labor Party’s well-oiled 
election machine, with the ad- 
vantage of knowing well in ad- 
vance the date selected for the 
nationwide poll for a new gov- 
ernment, has been running 
smoothly throughout the cam- 
paign. Conservatives, on the other 
hand, began by being supremely 
confident of success—in fact, over- 
confident. And their supporters 
have since demonstrated an un- 
fortunate complacency which has 
shown a surprising lack of aware- 
ness of public mood. 

Of 34 million votes cast in last 
year’s election, more than 13 mil- 
lion went to Labor, 111% million 
to Conservatives, and 2! million 
to the Liberals. Since most po- 
litical observers agree that sup- 
port for the middle-of-the-road | 
Liberals has waned during the 
past year, the votes of the “float-| 
ers’’ which last time went to Lib- 
_e@rals can vitally affect the out- 
come of this election. 


CHANGE LIKELY 


Remembering that in the last 
House of Commons Socialists had 
an over-all majority of six seats, 
and that a good many members of 
the government party were re- 
turned by small majorites of votes, 
in some cases of only two or three 
figures, it can be appreciated that 
a gain of a small number of votes 
may likewise mean a change of 
government for Britain. 

The initiative has been grasped 
firmly by the Socialists, and one 
wonders what l1lth-hour. stroke 
of fortune can return it to the 
Conservatives. 

Even the defection from Labor’s 
ranks of the coterie of left-wing, 
anti-American MPs led by the 
former health minister, Aneurin 
Bevan, has failed to supply the 
needed ammunition for the op- 
position campaign. At the begin- 
ning it was felt that the important 
differences between Premier Att- 
lee and Bevan would create an 
election split too wide for the 
Socialists to close, and assist im- 
measurably in overthrowing 
Britain’s post-war regime, (Bevan 
demands more socialism, less re- 
armament, and rapprochement 
with Russia at the expense of 
Anglo-American ties.)

WASHINGTON, Oct. 23—(UP) 


President Truman has accepted ee hes : | 


the resignation of Joseph P. Mar- 
celle, tax collector for New York’s 
first district, for the “good of the 
service.” it was announced Tues- 
dav night. 

The disclosure was made at a 
late hour by Internal Revenue 
Commissioner John B. Dunlap, 
who said the resignation was due 
to “personal actions” of Marcelle 
—not to any improprieties in the 
conduct of his Brooklyn office. 

Dunlap said Marcelle’s re: a- 
tion ‘“‘was requested for the po 


of the service” after an investiga-. 


tion of his office by special tax 
agents operating from Washington. 


NO DISCREPANCIES 

“Thus far, the investigation has 
not disclosed any discrepancies in 
the Brooklyn office,” he said. “The 
investigation has developed no 
evidence of improper conduct in 
the performance by Mr. Marcelle 
of his official duties as collector, 
Tuesdavy’s action being based on 
some of his personal actions ex- 
amined by our special agents.” 

He did not go into detail about 
the “personal actions.” Marcelle 
has not been mentioned publicly 
by a House subcommittee investi- 
gating income tax bureau ‘“scan- 
dals.” which have already forced 
a number of other resignations in 
the Internal Revenue Bureau of- 
fices in various cities. 

The latest tax firing came after 
Internal Revenue officials said the 
government’s interests are “fully 
protected” in delinquent tax cases 
totalling nearly $3,000,000, against 
a West Virginia racetrack owner 
and a Kansas City stock broker. 


CHARGES REJECTED 

Dunlap and Charles Olinhan 
chief bureau counsel, rejected 
charges by Sen. John J. Williams 
(Rep., Del.) that the cases had 
-been pigeon-holed so long that 
part of the back taxes and penal- 
ties no longer are collectible. 

Dunlap disclosed that Marcelle 
had been “in conference” with him 
and Treasury Secretary John W. 
Snyder “since about 4 o'clock 
Tuesday afternoon.” 

“The President of the United 
States and the Secretary of the 
Treasury have authorized me to 
annoufhce that the President has 
accepted the resignation of Joseph 
P. Marcelle of Brooklyn as Col- 
lector of Internal Revenue for the 
first district of New York, effec- 
tive immediately,” his brief state- 
ment said.

Prensa Editor 
Shows Facts 
Vex Regime 


NEW YORK, Oct. 23—(UP)— 
Dr. Alberto Gainza Paz, of the 
Argentine newspaper La Prensa, 
said Triesday night that seizure of 
the newspaper is proof that ob- 
jective facts can be embarassing 
to the government. 

Dr. Gainza spoke on “The Dif- 
ficulty of Dissent’ at the third 
session of The New York Herald 
Tribune’s 20th annual forum at 
the Waldorf-Astoria Hotel. 

“La Prensa’s recent history is 
less an example of the editorial 
policy of a newspaper being un- 
palatable to an administration 
than proof that facts themselves— 
objective truth—can be embarrass- 
ing to the government,” he said. 

Kenneth L. Dixon, managing 
editor of The Lake Charles, La., 
American Press, told the forum 
that indictments against him and 
his publishers have created a sit- 
uation “shockingly similar” to the 
persecution of Dr. Gainza and his 
pew spaper. 

Despite the fact that 
America prides itself on being 
entirely different from Argentina 
today, many phases of tke situa- 
tion in which we find ourselves 
are shockingly similar to those 
persecutions which have beset Dr. 
Gainza Paz and La Prensa,” he 
said. 

Dixon reviewed the events 
which led to indictments against 
him, Publisher Thomas B. Shear- 
man, his son, William Hugh 
Shearman, and their associates for 
trying to expose organized gam- 
bling.

Without specific permission 
from the Russians, Western Allied 
persons are not permitted to enter 
Steinstuecken. There is a strip of

Despite the East German re- 
treat, West German police advised 
against crossing the strip. They 
themselves have never policed 
Steinstuecken and have as yet no 
orders to do so. 

The Russian backdown struck 
Western authorities with some 
surprise. It was the first time in 
Berlin’s checkered postwar history 
that the Russians ever gave up a 
piece of land they once held.

Pointers to Poppers 
Will Clear Up Any . 
Popping Problems 


By AGNES REASOR OLMSTEAD & 


Few fun foods have held their popularity as long as popcorn. 
Yet a report of a recent survey indicates very few people know 
how to pop corn properly. For instance, many women still be- 
lieve that popcorn should be popped in butter, (Butter burns 
before popping temperature is reached and scorched corn results.) 
For this reason, and the fact that Halloween means. popcorn in 
quantities, here are some instructions plus some reasons and rem- 
edies for such undesirable results as too many unpopped kernels, 
tough popcorn, and dry or scorched corn. 


How to Pop Corn: Allow 2 tablespoons oil to a 2-quart pan 
with cover. If you use a larger pan or skillet allow 3 or 4 table- 
spoons oil, depending on how much it takes to cover the bottom. 
Drop 2 or 3 “test” grains of corn in pan and heat over medium heat 
until these grains pop. Do not overheat oil. Use standard measur- 
ing cup and add 1/3 cup corn, for every 2 tablespoons oil. Cover 
and shake over medium heat until popping is completed. Empty 
into a bowl, pour over melted butter and sprinkle with salt. 


Pointers to Poppers: If you don’t get good results, examine 
these reasons. If there are too many unpopped kernels one of 
these things happened::1!. Corn was added before oil was hot enough. 
Wait for test grains to pop.. The correct proportion of oil and 
corn was not used.- Too little or too much oil hinders popping 
process. Measure accurately. 3. Corn may have been uncovered 
too long. The popping quality of corn is impaired by moisture 
changes. Buy corn in a sealed container and after container has 
once been opened, cover with a plastic cover or empty into a glass 
jar and seal tightly 


If tough popcorn is your problem this may have been the 
reason: Oil overheated, or popped corn was allowed to stand too 
long before serving. 


Dry or scorched corn happens when not enough oil is used. As 
the corn pops, each grain absorbs some of the oil. If not enough 
is used all the oil is absorbed before the ‘last, erains are popped, 
and dry scorched corn results.
